The  opening  of 
the  Staples  office  supply  store 
and  Clarion's  second  McDonalds, 
has  marked  a  new  era  in  Clarion 
commercialism.  The  Clarion  Mall 
itself  found  increased  traffic  due 
to  the  new  Destinta  Theater. 

These  new  shops  along  the 
Interstate  have  slowly  been  mov- 
ing businesses  away  from  Clarion 
Borough's  central  business  dis- 
trict. Clarion  landmarks,  such  as 
the  Clarion  Clipper  and  the 
Orpheum  and  Garby  Theaters 
have  been  forced  to  either  close 
or  search  for  new  owners.  The 
rapid  development  outside  of 
downtown  Clarion  may  cause 
many  of  the  stores  along  Main 
Street  to  relocate  to  an  area 
closer  to  the  commercial  con- 
struction near  the  interstate.

Living  off-campus  is  quite  different  from 
living  in  the  residence  halls.  One  might  think  it  is 
all  the  same  because  you're  still  a  college  student, 
doing  the  same  things  you've  done  all  along,  like 
attending  all  the  familiar  class  buildings  on 
campus  that  you're  used  to,  but  so  many  things 
change.  There  are  upsides  and  downsides  to  off- 
campus  lifecomparedtodorm  life,  butthe essence 
is  that  being  off-campus  is  very  different. 

One  of  the  upsides  of  living  off-campus  is 
freedom.  When  you  live  off-campus,  you  have 
your  very  own  space,  and  the  only  one  who  tells 
you  what  to  do  and  when  to  do  it  is  yourself. 
Whether  it's  studying,  keeping  the  place  clean, 
shopping  for  necessities,  or  paying  bills  on  time, 
off-campus  you  are  your  own  boss — at  least 
within  legal  boundaries.  Students  living  off- 

campus  also  have  a  chance  to  acquire 
responsibility  and  self-reliance.  They  learn  to  pay 
bills  and  to  shop  for  food  (  and  perhaps  even  to 
cook  it).  But  for  those  who  have  trouble  reading 
the  directions  on  the  box  of  macaroni  and  cheese, 
or  who  haven't  mastered  the  art  of  dialing  for 
take-out,  there  is  still  the  university's  meal  plan. 
Those  who  live  off  campus  would  most  likely  be 
better  off  with  a  light  meal  plan,  such  as  a  five  to 
ten  a  week. 

When  it  comes  to  location,  on-campus 
students  have  the  advantage  of  convenience:  to 
friends,  to  food,  and  to  classes.  Off-campus 
students  need  to  travel  further  and  get  up  earlier 
than  students  living  on  campus.  And  students 
living  off-campus  do  not  have  as  much  exposure 
to  friends  and  neighbors  as  they  would  living  with 
them  in  the  dorm. 

The  main  difference  between  living  on- 
campus  and  living  off-campus  lies  in  one's 
interaction  with  university  activities.  Some  of 
those  off-campus  tend  to  fade  away  from  the 
activities  and  events  on  campus  that  they  used  to 
attend.

The  Golden  Eagles  Men's  Basketball  team 
completed  the  1998-99  season  with  a  19-7 
regular  season  record.  The  season  was 
highlighted  by  a  14-game  winning  streak, 
stretching  from  November  14  to  January  16.  It 
wascoach  Ron  Righter'sthirdwinningest season 
in  11  years  with  the  team.  Senior  guard  Lormont 
Sharp  (#12)  led  the  team  with  his  spectacular 
play,  scoring  522  points.  Fellow  senior  Marvin 
Wells  (#42)  passed  the  1000  mark  for  his  career 
on  February  6  against  Lock  Haven.

Beatrice,  Rasponi's  sister, 
arrivesdisguised  as  Rasponi  seeking 
Florindo,  Beatrice's  lover.  Florindo 
is  in  hiding  because  he  killed 
Federigo. 

Tuffaldino,  Beatrice's  servant, 
meets  Florindo  and  asks  Florindo 
toworkforhim.  Truffaldino  begins 
servingtwo  masters  at  once  without 
each  other  knowing  in  an  effort  to 
make  double  wages.
